MAY SIDETRACK BILLS 


WASHINGTON - Tax reduction 
and civil rights, President Ken- 
nedy’s top legislative proposals. 
appeared likely to be temporarily 
sidetracked by a drive to adjourn 
Congress and give President John- 
son a breathing spell. 


The push for early adjournment 
was led by House Republican 


Leader Charles A. Halleck of In- 
diana and had substantial back- 
ing from members of both parties 
who believe Congress should ad- 
i 


journ and engage in no 
bickering this year. The two pend- 
ing proposals are the most con- 
troversial in Congress. 


Halleck’s adjournment target is 
Dec. 14. Democratic leaders have 
called for continuation of the 
session until Jan. 3, with a Christ- 
mas recess of two weeks Jan. 3, 
is the date for opening of the next 
Session of the present Congress. 


“We should expedite what we 
| have to do and adjourn,” Halleck 
penta in an interview. “Let’s give. 
| the new President time to get his! 
feet on the ground.” 
| The vehicle for Halleck’s ad- 
journment drive is a resolution to 
provide temporary financing for 
' federal agencies whose appro- 
|priations for the present fiscal 
|year have not been made. It is 
the fourth such resolution since 
the fiscal year started on July 1, 
and comes before the House Tues- 
day. 
| The new measure would pro- 
ans funds for the month of De- 
teember. Halleck will attempt to 
change the date probably to next 
Jan. 31 on the assumption that 
could dispose of other 
measures between now 
and Dec. 14. 

Democratic leaders already have 
all but officially given up hope of 
action this year on civil rights and 
tax leeislation but feel that Con- 
gress should remain in session as 
long as there is any chance for 
action.

Four men have recently been 
arrested and charged with deli- 
berately setting forest fires, ac- 
cording to State Forester Jack 


Holman. 
Three of the arrests were made 


in. Wayne Connty. where..come 59. 


sets were made over a six-day 
period. Those charged waived 
preliminary hearings and bond 
was set at $2,000 on each of three 
counts. Assisting in the investiga- 
tion that led to the arrests were 
W. N. Powell and Duff D. Austin 
of the Mississippi Forestry Com- 
mission. According to Austin the 
Wayne County Circuit Court will 
convene in January, when these 
cases are expected to be called. 

The other arrest was made in 
Jones County where the accused is 
free under $750 bond awaiting 
action. The investigation leading 
to this arrest was made by Jim 
Allman and Austin of the Forestry 
Commission 

In commenting on this action 
Holman emphasized that it is a 
felony to maliciously set fire to 
woods belonging to another. He 
stated that fires have been 
especially dangerous and destruc- 
tive this fall because of the 
drought conditions. 

“A number of woods fires over 
the State have burned pastures, 
crops, barns, farm equipment and 
even homes before being brought 
under control,” he said. 

Holman called on all citizens to 
cooperate with local authorities 
and Commission enyployees in 
bringing to a halt the deliberate 
and malicious burning of our na- 
tural resources. 

Mississippi fields and woodlands, 

which have been critically dry for 
the past three months have had 
some temporary relief afforded 
by local showers, according to 
State Forester Jack Holman. 

He went on to expiain that the 
light local rains have not been 
sufficient to ease the situation 
materially. In addition, most of 
the state has experienced one or 
more heavy frosts which have 
made more fuel available to burn. 

Holman stated that with the 
opening of deer season this month. 
thousands of additional people 
will be in the woods creating a 
greater fire hazard. 

In speaking of deer hunters Hol- 
man said, “The Forestry Com- 
mission has had wonderful co- 
operation from the hunters re- 
garding woods fires.”

RICE QUOTA 
POLLING PLACES 
ANNOUNCED 


Polling places for the growers’ 
referendum December 10 on mar- 
keting quotas for the 1964 rice 
crop were announced today by 
Paul E. Bounds, Chairman of the 
Hancock Agricultural  Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation County Com- 


4 mittee. The location throughout 


Hancock County is the Hancock 
ASCS County Office, Bay St Louis, 
Mississippi. 

Polls will be open from 8 a. m. 
to 6 p. m. 

Chairman Bounds reminds farm- 
ers that marketing quotas will con- 
tinue in effect for the 1964 rice 
crop only if at least two-thirds of 
the growers voting approve quotas 
in the December 10, referendum. 

If quotas are approved, growers 
who do not exceed their farm acre- 
age allotments for rice will pe 
eligible for the full national aver- 
age price support, and they will 
be able to market their entire crop 
free of penalty. Growers who ex- 
ceed their farm acreage allotments 
for rice will be subject to a mar- 
keting quota penalty of 65 percent 
of parity on their excess produc- 
tion, and none of their rice crop 
will be eligible for price support 

If marketing quotas are disap- 
proved in the December 10 refer- 
endum, Mr. Bounds explained, 
there will be no restrictions on 
rice marketings, but acreage al- 
lotments will remain in effect as 
a condition of eligibility for price 
support at 50 percent of parity. 
(Roughly, this would be around 
$3.20 per hundredweight if the 
August parity price continues at 
about the current level.) 

Any person - as landlord, tenant, 
or sharecropper - who was engag- 
ed in the production of rice in 


1963 is eligible to vote in the Dec- 


ember 10 referendum.
